I  ARTICLE  I,— NAME. 

Soct.  1.  This  institution  shall  be  deDominated  the  "  Broth- 
erhood of  Temperance  Watchmen  f  and  each  branch  shall  be 
known  as  a  Teujperance  Watchman  Club. 

Sect.  2.     This  branch  shall  be  called  the- Club  No.—,  of 

Temperance  Watchmen  of  Nova  Scotia. 

ARTICLE  II.— OFFICERS. 

Sect  1*.  The  Officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  S.  0,,  J.  0.,  C;, 
K.  S.,  C.  S.,  T.,  M.,  and  k.  M.,  to  be  elected  as  the  lant  regu- 
lar meeting  in  December,  March,  June,  and  September,  and 
installed  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  January,  April,  July 
and  October. 

Sect.  2.  After  a  Clnb  has  been  organized  tliree  terms  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  S.  0.,  unless  he  has 
held  an  office  during  some  preceding  term. 

Sect,  The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  bo  fuch  as  are  spoci- 
fied  in  the  installation  charge  ;  and  they  shall  retain  the"r 
offices  until  their  successors  are  installed. 

ARTICLE  III.— MEMBERSHIP. 

Sect.  1.  The  ago  )f  candidates  for  membership  shall  i  ) 
regulated  by  each  Club  at  discretion. 

Sect.  2.  The  name  of  a  person  oifered  for  membership  shall 
fee  proposed  by  a  mcinber  in  writing,  stating  residence  and 
occupation  :  and  the  subject  referred  to  three  brothers  as  an 
Investigatin.f;  Committe,  who  shall  investigate,  and  report  at 
next  meeting. 

Sect.  o.  In  ballotting  for  new  members,  the  ballot  box 
adiall  bo  placed  in  view  of  all  the  Club  ;  if  less  than  one  third 
appear  against  the  candidate,  he  shall  be  elected  ;  but  if  one 
third,  or  more  appear,  he  shall  be  rejected,  and  so  declared:

Sfict.  T).  When  a  charge  bas  been  preferred  against  a  mem- 
ber, it  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  members,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  S.  0.,  who  shall,  with  as  little  delay  as  pos- 
sible, summon  the  parties,  examine  and  determine  the  question , 
and  make  a  written  report  to  the  club,  subject  to  its  dec'sion. 
Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  preferring*  the 
charj^e  to  substantiate  the  same,  before  the  committee,  either 
by  verbal  or  written  testimony. 

'  Sect.  5.  When  the  commiitee  have  reported,  their  report 
shtill  lie  cj  the  table  for  one  week,  and  the  C  S  shall  inform 
the  party  of  the  nature  of  the  said  nort,  and  request  his 
attendance  at  next  meeting,  when  the  .    .  e  shall  be  decided. 

Sect.  6.  When,  on  a  charge  invoU'ing  oxpulsion  being 
preferred  against  a  member,  he  comes  forward  and  acknow- 
ledges the  same,  his  name  shall  ba  er  'jed  ;  but  the  club  may, 

by  a  ballot  vote  of  the  majority  present  rainslale  the  offender 
on  the  same  evening  if  he  desires,  by  his  taking  again  tho 
pledge,  an<l  enrolling  his  name  as  a  new  member. 

ARTICLE  VII.- APPEALS.  * 

oect.  1.  Any  member  or  members  dissatisfted  with  the 
action  or  decision  of  the  club  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
aprieal  to  the  Provincial  Ciub. 

Sect.  2.  Notice  of  an  appeal  must  be  given  to  the  Club  in 
writing,  and  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  R  S  within  two 
rco-ular  meetings  from  the  time  of  the  decision  in  the  case. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— PEMOVALS,  WITHDRAWALS,  &c..  &c. 

Sect.  1.  Any  member  requesting  a  transfer  from  one  club 
to  another  shall,  on  paying  up  all  arrears,  and  the  additional 
sum  oi  twelve  and  a  half  cents  to  the  treasurer,  receive  a 
certificate  of  his  standing  up  to  tV.:  date  of  transfer,  signed  by 
Ihe  S  0  and  R  S  of  his  Club,  and  addressed  to  the  club  wh?ch 
ho  wishes  to  join, 

Sect,  2.  The  certificate  of  transfer  can  secure  admission 
only  into  the  clab  specified,  and  must  bo  presented  within 
four  weeks  f-om  its  date.

ARTICLE  XIII.— AMENDMENTS.

ARTICLE  XIV —DEP.  PROY.  S  0, 

Each  Club  s'lail  annually  nomiviito  one  of  their  number, 
whom  the  Pro.  Obt\  .«hall  c  >muii.5si(.u  as  hi.-;  Deputy  provided 
always  that  he  r.pprovo  of  the  nomination. 

AllTICI.E  XV.~DUES  TO  PROV.  CLVB. 

All  subordinate  clubs  shall  )>ay  quarterly  (o  Provincial  Club 
ihe  sum  of  three  cents  for  each  contribut'infr  uiale  member: 
the  same  to  bo  forwarded  lo  the  Proviacial  Secretary  and 
Trcasurvi  vvitli  Ih'^  Qur.rtcriy  Returns. 

ARTICLE  XYI.—IJONORARY  MEMBER?. 

All  brothers  licensed  to  preach  the  -o^pcl  shall  be  honorary 
members  of  this  Order. 
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AirnCLE  I.— MEETINGS. 

Each   club  shall   meet  for  the  trsmsaction  of  business  on 
-evening  of  each  week,   or  of  every  alternate 


week,  unless  adjourned  for  a  longer  time  ;  but  a  special  meet- 
ing may  be  called  by  the  S  0,  (or  the  J  0,  in  his  absence,)  on 
she  written  request  of  seven  members. 

AitTlCLE  II.— QrORUM. 

Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  less  num- 
ber may  meet  and  adjourn. 

ARTICLE  III.— STANDING  COMMITTEES.  • 

Sect.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  S  0,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  his  terra  of  office,  to  appoint  three  standing  commit- 
toes,  of  three  member?  each  :  one  on  candidates  for  admission 
into- the  club  ;-ono  on  sickness >  aud  one  ^n  finsmce;  who 
shn^^  gei^'3  three  months. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  standing  committee  on' 
candidates  to  receive  all  applkationa  for  admission,  to  invest- 
igate the  character  and  fitness  of  al?  applicants,  and  to  report, 
to  the  club. 

Sect,  3.  The  standing  committee  on  sickness,  or  any  mem- 
ber thereof,  shall  visit  (af;  soon  as  practicable)  sick  members 
— shall  see  that  watchers  are  provided,  if  necessary,  ana 
yonder  such  assistance  a?  may  be  in  their  power;  and  all  the 
members  shall  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  assist  the  sick 
and  unfortunate. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commit'ce  on  finnnco  t(> 
examine  and  approve  all  bills  beiore  ]^issing  them  to  the 
treasurer. 
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BYELAWS, 
ARTICLE  Vir.— TRIALS. 

Sect.  1.  Any  membor  accused  of  any  of  the  offences  above 
specified  shall  he  entitle;'  to  a  fair  constitutional  trial. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  o.  integrity  of  character,  though  not  a 
Temperance  Watchman,  shall  be  a  competent  witness  in  all 
cases  of  trial. 

ARTICLE  VIIL—ADDITIONS. 

Each  club  shall  have  power  to  make  additional  Byo-Laws, 
not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  Bye-Laws  here  pub- 
lished. 

ARTICLE  IX.— AMENDMENTS. 

The  Bye-Laws^  may  be  revised  or  amended  iu  the  samt 
manner  as  the  Coiastitution.
